It is always agreeable to run across 
itmes of news telling of new orders of 
merchandise for export, or of factories 
and mills Increasing numbers of men 
employed. 
We axe getting these hits of news 
frequently in these days of growing 
confidence and extended commercial 
activity. In fact,-there have been so 
many orders for merchandise for the 
warring nations that some of our man- 
ufacturers have felt that they could 
lift prices a bit on their foreign custo- 
mers. This optimism carried them a 
bit too far, as the purchasing agents 
from abroad 
know just 
how much 
their money should buy. 
Only a few days ago we learned that 
5,000 men, who have been out of work 
since the war started, were put back 
in their jobs at "the Gary mills of the 
United States Steel corporation. More 
will be taken on from time to time as 
business conditions warrant. Thanks- 
giving in Gary will be a brighter holi- 
day this year than many homes had 
reason to expect. 
% 
The revival in the steel business is 
not confining itself to Gary. The mills 
at Indiana 
Harbor, 
Hammond and 
East Chicago have taken on several 


thousand extra men during the past 
two weeks. The Pittsburgh distiret 
will also soon be feeling the quicken- 
ed pulse of new life. 
From New Haven, Conn., comes the 
news that the Winchester arms fac- 
tories are working day and night, turn- 
Ing out an order of 100,000 army rifles 
for one of the belligerents. The con- 
tract calls for 300 rifles every work- 
ing day for six months. The plant is 
employing 5,000 men on the day shift, 
and half as many more on the night 
shift. It is thought that the rifles are 
going to Prance. Te officials quizzi- 
cally say that they received the order 
from a -South American missionary 
who dropped in while on his vacation. 
During the last few days France 
and England have placed -orders for 
500,000 yards of wide army duck, and 
it is said that Germany is also pur- 
chasing liberally from us for'shipment 
through Denmark. 
Northwestern'lumbermen have book- 
ed orders for 10,000,000 of large tim- 
bers, coming from Great Britain. 
Wheat and other grains are still 
moving as fast.as shipping facilities 
will permit. Of late some trouble has

enough vessels to carry the rapidly in-

Proposed.—Shorten Season and 


Protect Does. 


Some very decided changes in the 
jame laws are to be proposed'at the 
coming session of the legislature. The 
question which will attract the most 
attention will be that oE greater pro- 
tection for deer, and not only will the 
bill which has been offered several 
times previously, to prohibit alto- 
gether

shooting of does, 
be 


presented, but another measure will 
be introduced which 
will limit the 
deer season to ten 
days 
and thus 
reduce the open season for deer hunt- 
ing to exactly one-half the period at 
present allowed. 
The strong argument that has al- 
ways been raised against the re- 
duction of the open season for deer 
has been that a limited 
season for 
deer 
hunting greatly increases the 


hazard of the sport by compelling all 
the hunters who desire to go after 
deer to hunt at the same time.
